THE KILLED AND WOUNDED AT SOLFERINO. 
The Vienna Gazette publishes an amended list of the 
killed and wounded at Solferino. As to officers, the re- 
turn gives 90 killed, 414 wounded, 13 made prisoners, 
and 70 missing: total 587; of rank and file 2,005 
killed, and 8,621 wounded; making a grand total 
of 11,213; nothing is said respecting the number taken 
prisoners. The French and Sardinians killed and 
wounded were 18,245. The numbers given by the 
Vienna journals are believed to be still below the truth.

COURT OF CHANCERY. 
Nyder v. Hart. 

This was a petition to have an account of what was 
due to the petitioner for principal, interest, and 
costs ou foot of a debt, and secured by indenture of 
16th July, 1855, for an account of what was due on the 
arrears of an annuity, and to have the sums found due 
: oe well charged, and payable out of the pension 

of the responpent. The respondent, who was entitled to 
a pension as a retired officer of the Court of Exchequer 
borrowed money from the Patriotic Insurance Company, 
and assigned his pension as a security to pay a policy of 
insurance, and for the payment of the money borrowed. 
He subsequently borrowed money from the petitioner, 
ga ve another os An of insurance, and assigned the surplus 
of his pension to secure the sum (£143 18s.), which was 
to be paid by quarterly payments of £10. The respon- 
dent’s case was, that although the deed of assignment 
was, as stated by the petitioner, there was a collateral 
agreement by which the petitioner was to take £100 
in full discharge—that he (respondent) permitted the 
petitioner to receive a portion ofthe pension, amounting 
to 901, and that before the filing of the petition he 
offered to pay the remainder. 
The Chancellor made an order that the petitioner 
should have the balance due to him, directing him how- 
ever, to pay the costs, as he believed the agreement 
relied on by the respondent to have existed. 

Jury 8. , 
Scott v. Anderson. 

The hearing of this case was resumed at the sitting of

tome time. before the Emperor Francis Joseph could 
cross, and that at last he set out on foot, with his pistols 
in his hand, and finally made his entrance into tua 
on a little cart (carretina). Among the prisoners at 
Brescia there are reported to be Prince Solis, Barons 
Rosbach and Prohaska, and some other officers of rank 
whose names are so evidently disfigured in the Italian 
account as to be not worth giving. Prisoners continue 
to arrive. Yesterday evening a long train passed nie, 
as I stood by the railaoad a short way from Milan, and 
in most of the carriages were Austrian uniforms. This 
morning a large railway omnibus drove through the 
heart of the city, with one National Guard on the box 
and another playing the part of conductor at the door. 
It was full of Austrian officers, several of them with 
cocked hats and plumes. A crowd of vagabonds ran 
behind and beside it, some of them shouting and jibing, 
an insulting practice, towards brave men i misfortune. 
which ought to be rigorously suppressed, although it 
cannot much be wondered at, conside:ing the present 
state of excitement, and the fury against everything 
Austrian. At present, however, there is extremely little 
Police here, nor is generally much required, the people 
being quietenough. ‘The Austrians, must, I snould think, 
greatly prefer falling into the hands of the French to 
being committed to the custody of the Italtans. A letter 
from Brescia says that the m::jority of the wounds re- 
ceived by the Franco-Piedmontese are of à slight 
description. It is said that about 2,000 wourded from 
Solferino have arrived in Milan. but the numbers 
doubtless incréase daily. I constantly see carriages 
wich pillows in them going to the railway to meet the 
trains. The humanity and zeal of the people of Brescia 
seem very great. The hospitals, and the churches that 
were rapidly converted into them, were altogether in- 
sufficient to receive the wounded and every house was 
placed at their disposal ; even the poorest people em- 
ploying all their scanty means to provide for the 
accommodation of the sufferers. Some of the — 
begin to acknowledge that there was more calculation 
than cowardice in the hasty retreat of the Austrians 
after the battle of Magenta ; that the enemy’s designs 
were deep, and his resolution obstinate ; and that, had 
the army opposed to him on the right of the Mincio been 
a whit less alert and vigorous, a disaster to the a.lied 
arms might very likely have ensued. ‘They estimate the 
army got together by the Austrians and augmented by 
the wiihdrawal of the garrisons from Piacenza and 
the other out-lying fortresses, at 200,000 men, which 
they say were all in the line in the late battle. The 
Emperor Napoleon stated the army opposed to him on 
the ag at 150,000, which is more likely to be hear the 
truth. 

The trains from Milan to Brescia have re-commenced 
yesterdxy running for the use of the public. There are 
two a day for the present, barring such interruptions as

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Butrast Fain.— The monthly fair, held in this town 
on Tuesday last, was an unusually large onc. The 
number of dairy cattle exhibited exceeded that of any 
previous fair this year; and the supply of young stock, 
and sheep and lambs, was more than usual. Fat stock 
comprised only a few lots, some of which were not sold 
on account of holders being unwilling to accept the 
terms offered. With the exception of fat cattle, all 
other descriptions sold at a reduction on previous 
rates. The reduction was greatest in young stock, 
arising from the fact that grass is not plentiful, if, being, 
in fact, only sufficient for dairy purposes. Prime 
beef sold at from 6d. to 7d. per Ib., and second 
quality at 53d. per do. Mutton sold at from 5d. to 
74d. per lb. Lambs brought from 15. to 25s. each. Swine 
sold at reduced prices, on account of the scarcity of feed- 
ing experienced by farmers at the present moment. In 
the horse fair there was a considerable number of anl. 
mals offered for sale, and during the day a brisk business 
was done at reasonable prices, At the repositories of 
Mr. Robson and Mr. King a great many horses ex- 
changed owners, at prices varying from £20 to 460. The 
following is the usual return of the number of animals 
brought forward: — The number of horses, black cattle, 
&c., offered for sale at our fair to-day amounted to 464 
horses, 806 black cattle, 647 pigs, 358 sheep, 5 calves, 
and 20 goats. Total number ot stock, 2,300,
